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THE BURIED VILLACE OF PARIS. 


Bun nvvIIE, Clark Co., Va., Jan. 
7. — Tue relief party which was dis- 
patched from here to the snow- bound 
village ot Paris succeeded in reaching 
the place yesterday after an exhanst- 
ing aod dangerous journey. The 
sufferings of the 300 villagers who 
have been buried in the suow since 
Dec. 20 have been described in the 
Sun. To-day Charles A. Watson, one 
of the relief party, returned here. He 
says that they were all painfully frost- 
bitten d their journey. e re- 
lief party, which started out in a large 
four-horse sleigh, made rapid progress 
for five or six miles, but when they 
reached the frot of the mountains 
‘the roads became almost impassable. 
Several drifts were encountered of 
immense depth, while the men were 
rendered nearly helpless by the co!d. 
One of the horses got stuck in a so0w- 
drift and had to be abandoned. Dur- 
ing Thursday night the party only 
made fuur miles. The crust of the 
snow was not quite strong enough to 
bear the sleigh, which broke through 
again aud again, compelling the haif- 
frozen men to get out and struggle 
through the drifts on foot. hey 
kept bravely on, however, and reached 
the village by 10 a. Mu. Friday, having 
meanwhile lost another horse. Nota 
sign of life could be seen, and the re- 
lief party thought at first they had 
arrived at a city of the dead only to 
die themselves, They urged on the 
two horses that had survived the 
night, and, traversing the main street, 
finally reached what they judged to 
be the schgolhouse where the commit- 
tee of tifteen had established them- 
» selves. The building was almost bid- 
den from view, but in answer to the 
shouts ot the party, a faint response 
was heard, followed by a man's head 
emerging from an opening cut in the 
wall twenty feet above the ground. 
He proved to be Mr. Wright, the 
energetic head of the committee. Mr. 
Wright quickly summoned his men, 
and had the relief party earried into 
one of the houses, which, in honor of 
their arrival, was soon glowing with a 
generous fire. In the other occupied 
houses only small fires were burning, 
us the fuel had become very low. 
Nearly all were suffering from severe 
frostbites, and were almost incapaci- 
for work. The women and 
a great 
deal, although given the warmest 
rooms apd supplied with old clothing 
in which to wrap themselves. 

After the four visiters had been 
made comfortable, Mr. Wright sum 
moned the committee, who since lust 
Monday have been guverning the vil- 
lagers with an iron rule. An inven- 
‘tory of the stock of fuel and provis- 
ions showed that there were four cords 
of wood and a number of old build- 
ings left with which to keep the fire 
going. The committee had seized 
the stook of the two village grocery 
stores, which, together with the frozen 
game, furnished a supply sufficient to 
allay all fears of immediate starva- 
tion. The conteats of the sleigh, 
consisting of medicine, soft linen for 
ban canned fruits, preserved 
meats, wines and liquors, proved an 
invaluable addition to their little 
store. The doctor who formed one of 
the relief party at once went to work 
in the hospital, relieving the exhausted 
physician in charge, who, with nearly 
a hundred cases to care for, had nut 
been to bed for over a week. The 
committee expressed the opinion that 
they would able to get aloog fer 
another week without further aid, 
rovided the snow ceased and a crust 
ormed. This would allow forage

Under California's new Constitution 
all property must be assessed for taxa- 
tion on the first Monday io March. It 
is also provided that growing crops 
shall not be taxed. The effect of these 
admirable. granger provisions is to 
practically exempt from taxation the 
whole of California’s immense wheat 
crop, valued la:t year at $80,000,000. 
The seed is in the ground when the 
assessments are made, and the harvest 
is gathered and sold before the assessor 
comes around again. California wheat 
finds its market io Europe, aod when 
the money comes back in payment for 
it the money is taxed wherever it can 
be found by the assessor. It happen- 
ed last year that wheat was low in 
price,and many ofthe California farm- 
ers stored their grain for a rise. 

Much of this grain still lies in the 
warehouses, and the farmers have ob- 
tained loans on it to cdnsiderable 
amounts. The money loaned on wheat, 
as well as the wheat itself, must be 
taxed next March, and the pospect of 
having to bear a share of taxation this 
year is causing consternation among 
the grangers. They seem to bein a 
fair way of getting a hoist with their 
own peterd. Brought face to face 
with this dreadful possibility, they 
have been casting about for means of 
escape from the trap which they blind- 
ly set for themselves. Accordingly 

they have had prepared, and have 
ready for introduction in the Legisla- 
ture, a bill to exempt from taxation 

all money loaned on wheat. It seems 
to us that this bill is clearly unconsti- 

tutional and that therefore it cannot 
become a law. The Constitution of 
California contains mandatory passa- 
ges calling for the taxation of all loans 
of money, whether the evidences of 
such loans consist of notes of band, 
mortgages or what not. Thus the 
Constitution which the California 
greogers made to cinch the capitalists, 

seems to be about to cioch the grang- 
ers. The principle upon which taxes 
are levied io California is unsound, 

and must in time be abandoned. It 

calls for double and treble taxation. 

Not only property itself, but the evi- 
dences of property,must now be taxed.

Suit Commenced 
Bank. 


The papers in the suit brought by 
William Thompson against the Reno 
Savings Bank, have been filed by the 


plaintiff. They include 76 pages of 
closely written matter, There are 56 
counts in the complaint. About forty 
claims are represented in the suit, 
amounting to $31,523. Most of these 
claims are local, but a number of out- 
side parties are represented. Creditors 
in Honey Lake valley and the adjvin- 
ing sections contribute about $6,000 
in claims. The action is prosecuted 
by Lindsay & Dickson, of Reno, and 
a law firm of Virginia. It will excite 
much interest here. 

The action just commenced is pre- 
liminary, simply to recover judg- 
ment against the bank. In connec- 
tion with this suit, the plaintiff will 

file a bill in equity asking the Court 
to make the stockholders liable to the 
extent of the amount of their subseri p- 
tions remaining unpaid. Only a small 
peroen of the capital stock was 
ever paid, and it is held that the 
stockholders are liable for the bal- 
ances of their subscriptions. This is 
not making the stockholders liable for 
the debts of the bank, but requiring 
them to pay in what they subscribed 
for; the capital stock being considered 
a trust fund for the protection of the 
bank's creditors: The stockholders in 
this case are tl © directors. 

Plaintiff's counsel will further ask 
that the directors be held responsible 
to the creditors for the amount by 
which the bank's liabilities exceed its 
assets; the excess of liabilities over as- 
sets being a sum yet to be determined. 
This demand is in accordance with the 
provisions of a State law making the

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LYNCHING IN BODIE: 
The Hanging of De la Roche by Vigt!- 
ante The Victim Receives the Ben- 
efit of an Informal Trial. 
Says the Carson Tribune of yester- 
day: “Word was received here to-day 


——— — — 


that the Bodie Vigilantes had captur- 


ed and hung De la Roche, the mur- 


Fa ven- derer of Treloar. The particulars, 80 
Virgin. far as we can learn, are that à pursu- 


ing party of the vigilance committee 
followed a scent to a place called 
Smith's Dump, distant about ten 
miles from Bodie. The vigilantes in- 
terviewed two French Canadians re- 
siding at the Damp and demanded t 
know the whereabouts of De la 
Roche, who denied all knowledge 
thereof. They were then strung up, 
and under torture revealed the biding 
place of the murderer. The vigilantes 
captured their man and the mob 
clamored for his immediate execution. 
Pat Reddy, the lawyer, appealed to 
the mob to let the law take its course 


and to allow the mau to be tried by 
the courts, assuring bis hearers on his 


honor that he would prosecute him to 
the bitter end. The mob listened res- 
pectfully, but refused the request. The 
leaders, however, agreed that De la 
Roche should have an informal trial, 
and the crowd adjourned to a house, 
where a court was organized. Twelve 
of the leading men of bodie were 
chosen as ajury. Mr. Reddy con- 
ducted the prosecution and Hon. J. R. 
Kittrell appeared for the defence. We 
have not learned who acted as Judge. 
The result of the trial was that the 
jury found the defendant guilty and 
he was sentenced to be hung immedi- 
ately, and the sentence was put into 
execution at once. 

The particulars ef the crime for 
which De la Roche suffered, briefly 
stated are there: He knew Treloar's 
wife in the East, and was criminally 
intimate with her. Treloar was jeal- 
ous and forbade his wife to go to a 
ball with De la Roche. She disobey- 
ed, and at 2 o'clock in the morning, 
while the ball was still in progress, 
the two men met and Treloar was 
killed. De la Roche was arrested and 
given into the custody of a deputy 
Sheriff, who handcuffed him and took 
him toa lodging house, and during 
the night the prisoner escaped. 
Farnsworth, the deputy Sh -r.ff, was 
threatened with lynching, but escaped 
to Carson. He was arrested yesterday 
on a telegram from Bodie, and is now 
held on parole. He refuses to swear 
out a writ of habeas corpus, saying he 
is innocent of criminal intent; that the 
man escaped while he was asleep, and 
he is willing to go back to Bodie as 
soon as the excitement dies out and 
meet any charge that may be brought 
against bim.”

DISAPPOINTED COAT RAISERS, 


A Promising Iodustry Proves to be an 
Unprefliable One. 


Nothing ever figured out better on 
paper than the Angora goat business 
did two or three years ago. At that 
time several farmers in the western 
part of Washoe county went into it 
largely. They calculated on a ready 
sale for the fleece at two dollarsa 
pound and a fair price for the pelts 
and meat of any they chose to butcher. 
The goat lives on the same feed that 
the rabbit does, and the meat of the 
young is very fine. That of the full 
grown animal is like mutton almost 
exactly. The herds run out in the 
hills and cost almost nothing to keep. 
They eat sage-brush in preference te 
any other food, and it seemed as 
though their presence would give 
value to vast tracta of land otherwise 
worthless. Then, too, a large profit 
was expected from grading up the 
bands of goats. The commonest kind 
of ewes were brought over, and being 
bred to fine bucks, ina generation or 
two the herd was almost pure angora. 
No svoner, however, was the crop of 
angora hair large enough to form an 
item, than the demand fell off to 
nothing. Weol worth 62 a pound two 
years ago will hardly sell to-day for 
15 cents. Mr. Roberts, of Verdi, has 
one year’s clip stored in Boston, one 
in New York, and this year's in his 
barn at home. A Pennsylvania fac- 
tory (the only one in America), which 
was doing a large business then, has 
since suspended entirely, and one in 
England reports an abundance of the 
raw material coming in from all parts 
of the world at their own prices. The 
meat, when it is sold for mutton, is 
discriminated against by butchers, 
who say they fun a risk in selling it 
because it would make their customers 
mad if they found it out. So they re- 
fuse to pay as much for the carcass 
as for a sheep’s, by from 20 to 40 per 
cent. There is only a limited de- 
mand for pelts. The San Jose Glove 
Company use some, but the market 
could easily be overstocked. Four 
nice pelts dressed with the hair on 
make a very fine buggy robe. It is 
greatly to be regretted that this busi- 
ness is proving so disappointing, as 
the sterile wastes of Nevada are so 
well adapted to it. However, it may 
be that the depression is only tempo- 
rary. It is hard to believe that some 
use cannot be found for so beautiful 
and cheap a material, and one so 
easily worked,
